states’ rights provision is as valid as 
any other amendment. 
But I have 
told its origin and spirit; and its mis­ 
interpretation never must be permit­ 
ted to nullify the nation’s resources, 
plunge tht? nation into war or prevent 
the general welfare of the whole peo 
pie. 
Now. as always, the danger has 
been trot so much that the nation will 
interfere with the rights of the states, 
as that the states will interfere with 
the rights of the nation. 


Interests Always Fought Laws. 


“ In Andrew Jackson's day came re­ 
sistance of special 
interests to the 
laws of all the people. 
The voice of 
Jackson in his day, like the voice of 
Washington in his day, was the voice 
of a united people against .special in 
terests, who, behind the shield of pro­ 
vincialism , sought to exploit all the 
people. 
“ Then came the 
special interests 
that thrived on slavery and under the 
provincial 
interpretation 
of 
’states' 
rights’ sought to destroy the nation 
they could not control. 
But the na 
tional spirit 
responded 
to Abraham 
Lincoln’s call to arm s; 
and in the 
mightiest war 
of 
history 
a million 
bayonets again wrote across our Con­ 
stitution these words of the American 
people’s im m ortality: ‘This is a Nation.’ 
“ Special interests were robbing and 
corrupting the whole people by lot­ 
teries; special interests were poison­ 
ing morals with the leprosy of ob­ 
scene literature. 
They existed under 
state 
protection. 
The nation alone 
could stop them. 
They dt»ied the na­ 
tion’s right to interfere. 
But the na­ 
tion did stop them and the supreme 
court sustained the nation’s power. 


Interests Fight Pure Food Law. 


“ It was the same with the special 
interests that were selling diseased 
meats, poisoned foods and adulterated 
drugs to the masses; these special in­ 
terests again fought the nation’s ef­ 
forts to protect the nation’s people. 
Yet today national laws shield the 
health and lives of the people. 
These 
evils flourished under the provincial 
idea of the people divided; they per 
ished under the idea of the people 
united. 
And again today we see these 
tw’o ideas arrayed in battle for and 
against the national control of corpo 
rate 
capitalization 
upon 
which 
so 
largely depend just rates arui prices 
to the people. 
“ Not only the ending of evils which 
injured the people, but most of the 
people’s progress has been won by the 
national idea over the resistance of 
the 
provincial 
idea. 
For 
example, 
Madison vetoed the first internal im ­ 
provement bill, declaring in his mes­ 
sage that congress had no power to 
build roads, dredge harbors, improve 
waterways. 
But the people needed 
these things that they might trade and 
mingle and win that prosperous happi­ 
ness which comes only from being one 
people under one flag. 
So congress 
passed the internal improvement bill 
over Madison’s veto and today no one 
questions the nation’s power to make 
internal improvement; today the only 
question is how the nation can most 
wisely do that work. 


W aste of Natural Resources. 


“ Ju st as the idea of provincialism 
has worked other evils, so 
it 
has 
worked the wraste of our natural re­ 
sources. 
The provincial idea was that 
‘.he natural wealth belonging to all the 
. American 
people should 
be 
handed 
over for nothing to special interests. 
This was done under the plea of en­ 
couraging 
individual enterprise 
aud 
hastening of local development. 
“ And 
so 
forests which once 
be 
longed to all the people have been 
ruthlessly felled and upon their ruins 
have risen the empires of our lumber 
kings. 
Priceless deposits of coal, iron 
ore and copper, which once belonged 
to all the people, have been surien- 
dered freely to special interests and 


these sources of the p e o p l e ’s revenue 
which should, have flowed 
into the 


snood and defective. 
W e would have 
*njoyed all of the benefits from our 
natural resources and yet our children 
would have inherited colossal national 
wealth and small national burdens in­ 
stead of private interests enjoying all 
the benefits of our natural resources 
and their children inheriting colossal 
private wealth and small private bur­ 
dens. 
“ The nation must keep and admin­ 
ister for all the people those natural 
resources belonging to all the people. 
every state should aid and not hinder | 
, he nation in doing this great duty.

Light has the property of 
bounding from a surface that it cannot 
penetrate, the same as a bal! would 
when thrown against a surface that it 
cannot penetrate. 
The light 
[lasses 
through the glass of the mirror, meets 
the metal backing and then bounds 
from it. 
This bounding of tile light 
from the metal surface is called reflec­ 
tion, and mirrors are said to reflect.—
